and placed with him a legal tender of 
$.500 to close the deal. 
The deed is 
now being drawn u p. 
Mr. Cox, it is 
said, agreed to make the price $1000 
less if he be allowed to move the hou se 
off the lot and he is now said to be 
considering the bu ying of property 
on North Morgan street. 
It is not known ju st what the Ma­ 
sons will do with the lot on Morgan 
street, pu rchased by them from Cap­ 
tain Man/.y, bnt they are said to be 
thinking of selling it. 
The Masons 
soon after pu rchasiu i the lot became 
dissatisfied with 
it 
and set abou t 
looking for a more desirable location. 
They wished to bu y Dr. O. P. Dillon’s 
property, adjoining Mr. Cox’s, bu t 
the parties wore nnable to agree npon 
a price. 
The Masons expect to erect“* bu ild­ 
ing which will not only he a credit to 
them, bnt to the city, and they consid­ 
er that a good location cou nts consid­ 
erably. 
The bu ilding will cost abou t 
$20,000 and work will probably begin 
this spring.

Trafalgar, Ind., April 1.—Bu rglars 
gained an entrance into the dru g store 
of Pitcher and Bridges. Two charges 
of nitroglyce-in were u sed to open 
the sa f e , w! k*h was completely de­ 
molished. 
Only three or fou r dollars 
were secu red from the safe. 
The noise of the explosion was heard 
all over the town. Dr. R. J. Williams 
who lives across the street was awak­ 
ened by the first explosion, and he 
opened his door. He saw a man stand­ 
ing on gu ard in front of the store. 
The bu rglar fired fou r shots at the 
doctor, who retu rned the fire with 
three shots. Three of the shots from 
the gu ard’s revolver took effect in 
the front of the doctor’s office. Wilson 
Vancleve, who rooms across the street 
from the dru g store, raised his window 
Ju st after the shots were fired, and 
saw fou r men ru n from the bu ilding 
and start west. 
They su ccessfu lly 
elu ded arrest. 


The first printed copy or the acts 
passed by the Legislatu re is now in 
the hands of the Secretary of the State, 
abou t two weeks earlier than the first 
copy two years ago, which u p to that 
time^had been the record for earliness.

The little village of Ovnthiau a, or 
Blu e Ridge, as it is known t o Uncle 
Sam, situ ated a few miles east of 
Shelbyville, was thrown into a panic 
a few 
hou rs before 
dawn 
Friday 
morning as the resu lt of the work of 
three robbers who cracked the safe in 
the general store of Yeager & Mar­ 
shall, which also contains the post- 
office. 
The work of blowing the safe was 
accomplished with nitroglycerine, and 
the explosion 
awakened the entire 
popu lation of the village. 
William 
Fox who lives ju st across the street 
from the scene of the robbery hastened 
into the street only to be met bv two 
of the robbbers 
who 
with 
pistols 
drawn ordered him to get back u nder 
cover while they carefu lly gu arded 
the third man who hastily escaped 
with the booty. 
As Fox was rather 
relu ctantly complying with the re­ 
q u est of the robbers, they fired three 
(shots in his direction. 
Aftorjthe de­ 
partu re of the robbers Fox organised 
a possejand tracked the men 
t o the 
sou th edge of the village, where all 
trace of them was lost, and it is snp- 
jMised that they escaped in a rig which 
was in waiting for them. 
They car­ 
ried away with them, as was proven 
bv su bseq u ent investigation, $50 worth 
of postage stamps and $3 in money, 
rather a'sm all su m for su ch a risk. 
Sheriff Newton of Slielbv cou nty 
and a nu mber of depu ties were ou t till 
davlight trying to locate the men, bu t 
they failed.

Another story cu rrent 
was that he took a pair of shoes be­ 
longing to Ike Isgrigg and some money 
from a hoarding hou se in Clarksbu rg 
am) took the poison when he fou nd he 
was detected and conld not escape. 
When asked by officers why he had 
taken the morphia, Hesselmann said j 
tie and his wife had fell ont and he i 
did’nt want to live away from her. 
He never intimated that be knew the 
officers wanted him on any seriou s 
charge. 
The wou ld-be su icide polled throu gh 
and was taken to Greensbu rg Friday 
momiu g by his father-in-law, William 
Bradley. 
He is now in jail awaiting 
trial oil a charge of larceny and ju m p­ 
ing a board bill. 
He is still su ffering 
from the effects of the poison. 


Malone, N. Y.. April 1.—Su mmer 
H ites, a bridegroom of a week, and 
John Hali. his wife’s brother, are dead 
as a resu lt of Hazen's failu re to regard 
Hall’s warning not to marry his sis­ 
ter. 
Hail had threatened Hazen with 
violence if the ceremony took place. 
Nothing came of the threat and the 
newly married cou ple, believing that 
the trou ble had blown over, started for 
a visit to the bride’s brother’s home.

The New Castle Cou rier in speaxing 
of the new Indianapolis, New Castle 
and Toledo traction line which is to 
be bu ilt soon says : 
Work on the new proposed infceru r- 
ban line has already been started and 
within a month, it is said, dirt will be 
dying between Indianapolis and this 
city. 
It is hoped to complete this part 
of the road before the end of the 
present year. 
The main line and all 
its branches have been su rveyed, maps 
and profiles and estimates of the cost 
of constru ction have been made and 
everything is in readiness for begin­ 
ning actu al operations as soon as the 
weather will permit. 
From Indianapolis the 
line 
will 
come directly to New (’« » tie. 
Here 
there will be three direct branches, 
one to Winchester another to Mu nci© 
and 
the 
third 
to 
Richmond. 
At 
Shirley a branch will go to Anderson 
and at Maxwell, one to Greenfield. 
Thu s seven "of the leading cou nty 
seats of the State will be "connected by 
the 
system. 
The cou nties throu gh 
which the line will pass have a popu ­ 
lation of mpre than half a million. 
The system will serve 165,000 jier- 
sou s ou tside of Indianapolis that now 
hive no traction service. 
The road will 
co nnect thirty two 
Indiana cities and towns and will 
have an average popu lation jier mile 
of 1800. 
The new road will be known as the 
“ Honey Bee and Wild Flower Rou te. ” 
This u niq u e and 
pictu resq u e name 
came 
from Charles S. Heraly, vice 
president ami general manager of the 
company, who nsed it to describe the 
rich agricu ltu ral district which the 
liu e will jienotrate. The name seemed 
so applicable that the promoters were 
inspired to accept it.

Tho mpso n, and. after examining it 
the witness said there was no thing o n 
the cashbo o k to sho w such ass°*s. 
The bo o k did sho w, ho wever, that the 
co mpany had lo st $ 1.178.417, but there 
was no indicatio n that this sum was 
lo st in co tto n transactio ns. 
Miss Ho pe testified that Francis at­ 
tended many o f the meetings o f the 
directo rs o f the co mpany. Oth^fT who 
attended the meetings, she said, were 
Messrs. Sto rey, Quinlan 'and Harper 
The last named is Frank C. Marrin. 
also kno wn as “Judge” Franklin Sto ne. 
Miss Ho pe said that Francis wro te 
many o f the circulars sent o at by the 
co mpany. 
Uro ss-examined, Miss Ho pe 
said o ther members o f the co mpany 
had to ld her that Francis was the ad­ 
vertising 
manager, 
tho ugh 
Francis 
himself had never so info rmed her. 
She said also that she o nce received 
instructio ns tro ra Francis as to what 
dispo sitio n to make o f a check that 
came thro ugh the malls. 
Miss Sundhetm, in her testimo ny, 
said that the defendant was present 
at nearly all o f the directo rs’ m eet­ 
ings. She said that Francis had given
